ABSOLUTE MVOIICES 


•May Be Kegulatcd so They Will Bo Hurd 


to Obtain. 


Washington, Dec. 17.-—A hill to reg- 


ulate absolute divorces and declaring 
marriages void in certain cases in the 
District of Columbia and the territories 
(has 
'been Introduced in the house by 


Representative Ray of New York. 


The object is to make the divorce 


laws enacted by congress conform to 
the law of New York as the highest 
grade .of the state codes, and to install 
the proposed uniform marriage and di- 
vorce law, to be obtained by consti- 
tutional amendment. 


But one form of absolute divorce is 


allowed—adultery. The innocent par- 


• ty tmay remarry. Legal separation 
•wibhout permission of remarriage may 
t£ granted for drunkenness, cruelty or 
desertion. 


•Marriage may be declared void in 


cases where a former partner is living, 
lunacy at marriage, matrimonial inca- 
pacity or lack of legal consent. The 
law is intended to cover cases in Ok- 
lahoma. 


COINAGE MATTERS.
